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MARYLAND SEASON AT END 

EXPERIMENT WITH PARI-MUTUELS AT PIM- 
LICO TURNS OUT SATISFACTORILY. 

Scene of Eastern Racing to Shift to Norfolk Today — 
Buskin Wins the Bowie Handi- 
cap. Two Miles. 



Baltimore, Md.. November 12. — Tin* 1913 season of 
racing In Maryland was brought to an auspicious 
close at Pimlico ibis afternoon and tomorrow the 
scene of racing will shift to Norfolk, where the 
Jamestown Jockey Club will inaugurate a fifteen- 
days meeting that will lead right up to the opening 
of winter racing in the south at Charleston Decern 
her 1 . 

The Maryland Jockey Club’s meeting which closed 
today, lias been quite as successful as iu the days 
when bookmaking was the vogue at the old hill-tup 
course. This year the Maryland Jockey Club in- 
troduced the pari-mutuels in accordance with the 
mandate of the Baltimore County Racing Commission 
and the experiment has been attended by success. 
When the pari-mutuel machines were first installed, 
the system was strange to the local patrons of the 
sport and naturally not as popular as the older and 
better known form id' betting. Now the public lias 
become thoroughly educated in the new system and 
it has many champions as a result of the manner 
ill which it has been conducted at Pimlico. 

After all at Pimlico the wagering on races is only 
an incident. It ever has been a race meeting where 
there has been a great deal of the spirit of sport 
for s|H>rt's sake. This spirit brings together gissl 
horses and it brings together good sportsmen. The 
prize offered or the betting chance is a minor con- 
sideration. There is a "ride in the horse and his 
deeds that is outweighed by any other gain that 
may come from victory. Tills spirit is shown at 
every meeting. Sections are loyal to their own 
horses and the club has fostered that spirit by so 
framing its programs that sporting races are invited. 

In a heartbreaking finish. John Whalen's tliree- 
Jeur-old Buskin won the tiftli running of the Bowie 
Handicap, two miles, this afternoon. Buskin beat 
Barnegat by a short head, with Star Gaze third, 
several lengths hack. It was not a race that added 
lustr ( > to the Bowie. The time. 3:29%. was seven] 
seconds slower than that for the first Bowie, which 
marked a new record for two miles. In that event, 
.won by Fit* Herbert, with Superstition second, 
the first mile was covered in 1:40%. Today Ring 
lilig. the pacemaker for the first mile, ran that dis- 
tance in 1:45. But this is not surprising when one 
analyzes the field. There were no Fitz Herberts 
nor Superstitions iu it. Paudorina. winner of the 
Kentucky Endurance Stakes, was one of the starters. 

Races at this distance are popular at Pimlico, 
as well as in other sections. ltingliiig showed the 
way for a mile and three-quarters. Buskin was al- 
ways in a good iiositkui and at the end of a mile 
and a half he moved up with Barnegat and on the 
stretch turn these two had narrowed the margin 
that separated them from Kingllng. Once straight- 
ened out. Buskin and Barnegat drew away from the 
others and it was a desperate drive to the end. with 
Buskin getting the decision by a head. 

One of the biggest crowds of the meeting was on 
ha ml to say farewell to racing in the east. There 
were two steeplechases on the card of the consola- 
tion variety. One went to a long shot. Orderly 
Nat. and the other to Madeline L.. owned by H. I). 
Brown. Jr., sou of “Corley” Brown. 

Royal Message was scratched from the tiftli race 
today because she I lowed a tendon in her work. 

W. T. Anderson will ship the horses in the En- 
right stable to Gravesend, where they will go into 
winter quarters. Mr. Anderson himself will go to 
Lexington, where he will take up four yearlings to 
add to Ids string. 

Robert Walden tonight shipped the two-year-old 
Canto and live of tin- horses of Joseph E. Davis t< 
ids tans ai Middletmrgh, Md.. where they will 
go into winter quarters. The Davis lot included the 
junipers () Hear and Aurific. Next season Mr. 
Walden will come to the races with twenty-two 
horses. lie has re-engaged jockey Alex for 1914. 
The Chilton yearling that is looked upon as the best 
of tile wiling horses ill the Walden string lias been 
sought by several horsemen and an offer of $5,000 
niHile by George W. Langdon has been refused.

REVIEW OF INTER-MOUNTAIN CIRCUIT RACING OF 1913 



Although racing was inaugurated at two new points in Montana this season, the addition of these 
tracks failed to compensate for the abandonment of the meetings held iu previous years at Lagoon, near 
Salt Lake City, Utah, and Denver, Colo. The net result was that the total of the distribution by the tracks 
comprising what is known as the Inter-Mountain circuit amounted to $243,360, as compared with $307,705 
in 1912. In the event that there is no racing at Ooeur d’Alene next season, as a consequence of the passage 
of anti-betting legislation in Idaho, which became effective at the close of last summer’s Coeur d’Alene 
meeting, it will naturally follow that next year’s racing in that section will be marked by a further falling 
off. This year’s total, however, remains comfortably greater than that of two years ago, when $203,345 
was distributed on the cirenit. It is intimated that the coming year will bring a re-arrangement of dates 
in Montana and further expansion in that state. According to report, the various meetings making up the 
circuit were well patronized. The following tabulation shows in a general way some of the phases of the 
season's results: 
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The Coeur d'Alene Fair and Racing Association was again the leader in the item of total distribution, 
with the Bntte Jockey Club second.

Ballot, by Voter — Cerito, by Lowland 
Chief, and this remarkably good race horse, which 
Mr. Maddeu bought last winter from James R. 
Keene, was transferred at about noon today from 
Hamburg Place to Elmendorf. The negotiations were 
conducted by Charles 11. Berryman, for Mr. llaggin. 
The price was not made known, hut it has lieeu 
variously reported to have been from $35,000 to 
$50,000. The other stallion is Sain. This nineteen- 
year-old son of St. Serf anil The Task was bought 
out of Barney Schrelber's consignment to the Ken- 
tucky Sales Company's auction this morning h.v 
Thomas 0. McDowell, acting for Mr. llaggin. for 
$5,000. Col. Milton Young and John D. Curr were 
the contending bidders. Sain, notwithstanding his 
age, is generally considered a bargain at $5,000. 
Jack Atkin was not sold, Mr. Schreiber haviug 
placed a reserve of $12,000 on him and there was 
no advance over this sum. Neither was Plaudit 

sold, John E. Madden haviug placed a reserve of 
$10,000 on him. It is said that Johnson N. Camden 
is negotiating for Plaudit.

BELIEVES IN HORSES REASONING POWER. 

C. E. Grossman, who ( rallied Imp when t hat groat 
mare was a reigning sensation on ihe American turf 
years ago, is a iirm believer iu the ability of the 
horse to reason. Mr. Rrossmau, who is well known 
to Chicago patrons of racing, recently contributed 
the following article to the press oil the subject: 

“That horses have the power to think and reason 
is a question that in my opinion admits of no argu- 
ment. Some individuals seem to have the faculty 
of holding conversation with their horses and find 
out just exactly what the horse needs and wants; 
others do not. It seems to be an attribute of the 
heart, burn in a man. 

"Therefore, we can say that true horsemen, like 
facts, are born, not made. Of course, education and 
experience will teach a man many valuable and 
necessary things, but above all, and beyond all, to be 
a thorough and successful horseman lie must have the 
love of the horse in his heart. When we see a 
man that a strange dog will come up to on the 
street and wag his tail, or a lost baby that will 
rush up to with outstretched arms and a smile on its 
lips as if it had met the very person it was 
looking for. such a man is one with whom a horse 
will talk and such a man with experience would 
make a good race horse trainer. 

"When 1 iirst took the great mare Imp to train 
she was as nervous, flighty and bashful as a six- 
teen year-old conn try girl on her first visit to the 
city. The first race track 1 raced her on was New- 
port. The stalls that had lieeu assigned to me were 
rigid up against the seven eighths pole. For the 
first few days she would only eat a bite, and then 
rush to l lie door and look out. I always had the 
door kept open so that she could sec what was going 
on. She would walk the stall, tremble and sweat, 
and it seemed that she lost one hundred pounds in 
two or three days. 

• ■ \Yo would go into her stall, pat her and talk to 
her and argue with her, tell her she would not be 
hurt nor abused and she finally became convinced 
mid reconciled and would eat up everything we gave 
lier and watch the races iu the afternoon with as 
much interest and apparently as much pleasure as 
anv woman in the grandstand. She had reasoned 
il 'out that we were all her best friends and would 
take good care of ber. After that she was una- 
fraid. 

“Another case that I recall is that of Little 
Minch, lie was by (ilenelg. dam Goldstone. owned 
by George Hankins, of Chicago. He was one of the 
best raco horses in the country and had won on all 
of tie- prominent tracks in the United States. Mr. 
Hankins had just titled up the Garfield Park track at 
greai expense and it was really one of the most 
popular and admirably managed race tracks in this 
country. He selected inen of umptpstioiied honor 
and integrity as his officials. Colonel Lewis Clark, 
then in bis' prime, was presiding judge, and Jo 
soph Swigert secretary. Everything was run on the 
level - as nearly so as it was possible on the part 
of human endeavor to make it. Nobody had any ad- 
vantage. and everylHxly, horsemen, patrons and of- 
ficials, were all prosperous and satisfied. Indeed, 
even now we often hear some old horseman say “I 
wish we were back again to the good old Garfield 
park days." Now. Little Minch, in his Journeying 
over t lie country, had reasoned out that if lie couhl 
steal two or three lengths from his competitors in 
a race and get the advantage of that much at the 
start no other horse could catch him and he 
would win easily. If he could not get this advan- 
tage he would absolutely refuse to start, would stand 
stock still and let the others run. 

“Mr. Hankins was, of course, anxious to see his 
horse run on his own track, so be had Little Minch 
taken to Garfield Falk and entered in the races. He 
won one or two races, always getting off in front and 
winning ensilv. The next time he started he com- 
menced his same old tactics, maneuvering for posi- 
tion like a general on a field of battle. Manifestly 
it would lie unfair to the other horses to allow Little 
Minch to continue to get off in front, a position he 
seemed to appropriate to himself by the right of dis- 
covery. So the starter called to one of his assist- 
nnls:’ 'Take Hint horse hack and keep him hack.’ 
which in consequence was done. Down went the 
flag, awav they went — all but Little Minch. There 
be st • like a statue bolted to the ground. The 
next day this notice appeared on the bulletin hoard: 
•Little Minch's entry will not be received for any 
race on this track. Gy order of Col. I<owis Clark.’ 
And lie never raced again. Here was a horse abso- 
lutely sound, capable, an efficient race horse and 
a money maker, sent into retirement simply be- 
cause he knew too much. 

“I once had a neighbor at Lithopolls. Ohio, that 
had a horse by Vanguard, son of Virgil and La 
Henderson, liv Lexington. This horse was a beauty, 
» bright chestnut, four white feet, a white stripe in 
his face and lie could do almost everything hut talk 
. — commanding looking and intelligent as his breed- 
ing would indicate. His name was Van. There was 
a paddock of a couple of acres, with an open box 
stall ie one corner, with manger and feed box nailed 
in. The crib, where the grain was kept, was some 
little distance rroui the stall. This man always 
kept a pan near a gate that divided the dooryard 
from the paddock and always carried the horse’s 
feisi in this pan, so the horse came to recognise 
it r.s liis own. 1 have often been out in the paddock 
with this neighbor, in different parts of it. at dif- 
ferent times and lie would say to the horse: ‘Vail, 

if yon want some oats, go and get your pan.’ Away 
the horse would go. get the pan in bis teeth, inarch 
up to Hie crib and wait until we came up. Then, 
after receiving a measure of oats in his pan, be would 
carefully walk to his stall so as not to spill any, 
turn the oats out into his fowl box and commence 
to eat. No one could ever make me believe that 
that horse did not think. 

"The following news item recently appeared in 
the daily papers: 'In I»ayton during the terrible 

days of the flood, another story of animal life was 
enacted, rev h ut— in aae group were washed 
from their statdes liy the high waters, and being 
caught in a net of debris, would all have lieeu 
drowned had it not lieeu for the intelligence and 
bravery of one of the animals. Getting hehiud the 
three horses, the equine hero pushed all of them 
through the waters and out to safety.’ 

“That there is some method of communication be- 
tween the lower animals there can lie no doubt. Who 
has not seen the little chicks scamper to some place 
of concealment when the old mother hen gives her 
cry of alarm at the sight of a hawk, or failed to 
notice the immovable silent posture of a little calf, 
hid away in some secluded spot in tile brush, when 
its mother notifies it by a jiecullar moo that some 
one is limiting for it. while she grazes complacently 
and apparently contentedly yards and yards away? 
Why then should not the horse he endowed with the 
same inherent qualities, only in a higher degree, 
for lie surely is the noblest of all animal creation, 
man’s most valuable, bravest and best servant, 
dauntless! in danger, enduring in extremity and un- 
complaining in distress.” 



TRACERY AND PRINCE PALATINE. 

I suppose there will lie partisans of Tracery and 
of Prince Palatine to the end of time, though the 
question is one of merely academic interest, except 
to tin- peculiarly constituted |«ople who cannot 
jiniigiii • Itiai more than one horse is a first -class one. 
XV hat does it matter, tor Instance, whether St. 
Simon was lietter than Ormonde or Ormonde than 
Si. Simon? Partisans, however, are us a rule unable 
to grasp the fact that they depreciate their idol 
when they make light of his rival. Pugilists and 
other athletes show as a rule far more common 
sense after a victory, for they, with scarcely an 
exception, declare their beaten antagonist to bo 
an extraordinarily good man. Now. there is not 
the slightest reasonable doubt that both Tracery and 
Prime Palatine are good horses indeed, and when I 
give Tracery the preference it is not because I like 
Prince Palatine less, but because 1 like Tracery more 
both on his looks ami on his racing record, not to 
mention bis breeding. 

The main difference between the racing careers of 
Prime Palatine and Tracery is that the former in- 
terspersed his great pi rformanees witli several very 
bad ones, while the latter never once ran a had 
race. He made hls.dchtlt in the Derby when only 
half ready and even so finished third. From that 
time to tin* Ascot Pop day of ibis year lie was an- 
t -eaten. As to the Ascot Cup. it Is. I believe, the 
opinion of every jockey who rode in the race, 
exeepi Saxby. who naturally fancied his own mount. 
Prit.ee Palatine, that Tracery had to all intents and 
I*ur|toscs won when lie was knocked over. Apart 
from any question of its lieing a false-run race. 
Tracery’s failure to win the Jockey Club Stakes was 
certainly a glorious one, and then came his final 
victory " over 1/uig Set. which lie defeated point- 
less. 1 prefer him to Prince Palatine on the ground 
of looks, for lliere is more scope and grandeur 
about him. and if it l>c said he is a trifle short in his 
hark ribs it is. nevertheless, true that his width 
and power of loin amply compensate for that. You 
have lo look over him. however, from a close 
standpoint to realize fully what I mean. To my 
eve hi* lias more blood -like class and character 
than Prince Palatine, but that is only a matter of 
indr Pinal judgment: tin* performances are on record. 
Tin it as to breeding, hero again I slightly prefer 
Tracery, for we badlv want a first-class stallion 
of No.' IP family, and Tracery supplies that want 
thi'iugli siii'li an unimpeachable channel as his 
granddain, I’laisanterle. which herself took in a 
second No IP line through Monarque. and. of course, 
there are two other No. IP crosses iu Tracery, 
tins ugh Vedette in St. Simon and Angelica. This 
combination of No. IP blood with No. (4i. as repres- 
ented by Rook Sami, the sire of Tracery, has been 
scoring success after suci*eess on l lie continent and 
lias been hitherto unattainable in England, it may 
|.e at once admitted that Persimmon, the sire of 
Prince Palatine, was a greater race horse than 
Itock Sand, but there was a soft taint which came out 
iu many of bis stock, whereas the Rock Sands are 
be vend reproach in this respect Moreover. IU*ck 

Sand has sired in Tracery a lietter horse liv a good 
deal than himself, hut no oue will claim for a mo- 



ment that Prince Palatine is hotter than Persim- 
mon. Glare is a splendid tup-root, beyond all ques- 
tion. but for tlu* making of a stallion I thing Plais 
anterie is a better, and this I say though i am per- 
sonalty interested iu Prince Palatine's uncle. Corn- 
stalk. soil of Glare, which was bred by the late 
Sir Daniel Cooper with a view to putting stamina 
into tile family at the first remove, ami that this 
was done with success Sam Darling, who trained 
Cornstalk, well knows. 

However, as in racing merit, so in breeding, there 
is ample room to differ aliout Tracery and Prince 
Palatine without in the slightest degree depreciating 
either. Gotli are great race horses and both are 
beautifully bred. So let it rest and good luck to 
tiotli of them! — “The Siiecial Commissioner” iu 
London Sportsman. 

PROPER EXERCISING OF STALLIONS. 

In the successful manipulation of a stud farm one 
of tiie most important elements of success is proper 
exercise of the stallions. In a state of nature and. 
indeed, in captivity up to his retirement from the 
race traek. no animal takes so much voluntary or 
forced exercise as the horse. Vet, iu too many in- 
stances. directly lie is relegated to stud work he 
undergoes an entire change of life and iiabits. Many 
a score of once successful race horses have I seen 
doomed to pass the remainder of their days either 
craning their necks iu a vain endeavor to look 
out of an eight feet high window or sadly wearing 
away their existence before the narrow bars which 
give them a fleeting glimpse of green pastures such 
as they often scampered over in the unrestraint of 
youthful spirits: and at most, in the way of exer- 
cise, a monotonous promenade round a yard thirty 
feet in diameter, with solid hoarded walls ten feet 
high, and not even a peep at the world around 
them. Is It a wonder that they get maddened by 
Hie outside clatter of hoofs, eloquently appealing to 
them of the morp fortunate freedom of their fel- 
lows. and filially end by savaging their grooms? 

How one’s sympathy does go out to the stalled 
stallion, or the chained hound howling at his kennel 
door. Sail sights both! and quite uncalled for, if 
owners were less blind to their own true interests, 
or gifted with more humanity. As a general rule it 
will lie found that, if the usual walking exercise 
of the raee horse is not interrupted (because of the 
transfer from post to padikiek) the health and 
temper of the animal will not suffer. So dearly do 
stallions value their daily exercise, that I have 
known them, when deprived of it by continued wet 
weather or other causes, take to pawing and kiek- 
ing at the walls of their loose boxes, until taken out 
as usual. One of the gentlest tempered stallions 
1 know, I'levedin (brother to Chester), taken 
by me to America in 1893. never fails to begin mildly 
rapping at t Ik- side of his Imix after a few days’ 
neglect, it is hard to conceive any treatment more 
pernicious than to so suddenly change the habits oY 
the most active of all tL 'bmiostic animals. And 
it is bound to bring about vieious habits, loss of 
health, muscle and temper, and Increased liability 
to catch colds, or to suffer from constipation and a 
score of other ills, which tend to reduce the value 
of the animal, and often bring about ii is early death, 
and certainly render him comparatively useless iu 
the desired transmission of those splendid lacing 
qualities which led to his purchase. As a proof of 
the value of exercise. I have tieen told by reliable 
men that stallions which travel round a district to 
their mares get a higher average of foals than home 
stallions. — [C. Bruce Lowe in Breeding Race Horses 
by the Figure System.

D. C., November 12.— Bookmakers 
lucky enough to win more than $3,060 a year will 
be compelled to tile returns under the new income 
tax law. Their losses aud exemptions may he 
charged off and they must pay the assessment on 
the balance. Betting on horse races or on three of 
a kind in a draw game is not in violation of fed- 
eral statutes except in the District of Columbia 
ami the territories. So income from that source 
looks just like any other to the tax collectors.
